7lr  HIS  booklet  is  different.  It  deals  in  facts — supported 
^^      in  every  instance  by  actualities.     It  is  all  text. 

It  is  endorsed  by  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  Lake 
County  Chamber  of  Commerce — -men  of  big  parts  in 
the  affairs  of  the  county.  It  is  endorsed  by  the  officials 
of  Lake  county. 

This  booklet  covers  Lake  county  as  a  whole. 

Lake  county  is  so  generously  good  that  it  would  be 
vain  to  signal  out  any  particular  spot. 

True,  there  are  towns  larger  than  others;  and  some 
sections  more  thickly  settled  than  others,  but  this  is  not 
a  matter  of  environment,  or  soil,  or  transportation 
facilities  or  highways,  but  has  its  call  from  the  early 
inception  of  the  county,  when  it  was  a  part  of  Orange 
and  Sumter  counties. 

This  book  will  appeal  to  one  who  really  considers 
changing  his  habitat.     It  is  a  book  for  a  thinking  man. 

After  you  have  read  it,  if  there  is  not  sufficient  con- 
viction in  its  contents  to  induce  you  to  choose  Lake 
county,  it  has  missed  its  purpose. 

Lake  county  wants  men  of  means,  energy,  initiative 
and    intelligent    to    locate    within   its    boundary. 

It  is  not  a  place  lor  drones,  ne'er-do-wells,  or  those 
who  expect  to  get  rich  quick. 

There  is  no  m^gic  in  Lake  county,  but  is  does  offer 
definite  possibilities  for  successful  endeavor,  with  a 
superior  soil,  climate,  water,  schools,  churches,  fraternal 
organizations,  social  conditions,  transportations,,  good 
roads,  healthfulness  and  all  the  contributives  to  a  happy 
and  contented  life. 

LAKE  COUNTY 

Lake  county  is  a  little  bit  of  poetry  slipped  midway 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf.  It  is  also  about 
equadistant  between  the  northern  and  southern  boun- 
daries of  the   mainland   of  Florida. 

It  is  old  in  years  and  young  in  destiny.  The  Semi- 
nole Indians  had  its  villages  along  the  shores  of  the 
lakes  and  streams,  choosing  the  line  of  least  resistance, 
as  with  easy  facility  they  could  reach  one  another  by 
water  and  even  through  the  reaches  of  the  Ocklawaha 
and  St.  Johns  river  come  out  upon  the  "mighty  waters" 
of  the  Atlantic,  an  unknown  quantity  to  them.  By  the 
same  means  they  could,  through  the  windings  of  the 
Withlacoochee  find  an  outlet  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
What  is  now  known  as  Leesburg,  was  an  Indian  trading 
post,  and  later  the  hardy  pioneer — men  of  vision,  brain 
and  sinew,  were  lured  to  this  favored  land.  They  pros- 
pered and  multiplied,  and  the  Indian  post  and  pioneer 
settlement  merged  into  a  town  and  then  a  city  through 
the  years  that  followed,  and  there  sprung  about  it  other 
towns  and  hamlets,  until  all  of  Lake  is  a  community  of 
promise,  poetry  and  plenty  to  its  own  people  and  a  vaca- 
tion land  to  those  of  its  guests. 

The  people  of  Lake  live  in  a  land  still  young  and  fresh 
with  opportunity.  They  realize  that  there  is  a  larger 
work  to  do.  "Lake  Leads"  is  a  vision  of  their  dreams. 
They  are  welded  into  a  broad,  intelligent,  self-controlled 
citizenship — the  descendants  of  every  nation,  with  in- 
terests and  ambitions  now  identical. 

The  commercial  clubs  of  Lake  are  standing  together. 
They  have  come  to  realize  that  the  seeking  of  more 
business  or  trade  on  the  part  of  a  city  is  not  an  infringe- 
ment upon  the  rights  of  another  town  or  city.  They  have 
imbibed  the  truth  that  enterprise  in  any  part  of  the 
county  stimulates  enterprises  in  all  parts  of  the  county; 
that  each  community,  while  it  has  its  own  particular 
affairs,  its  varying  powers  and  responsibilities  and  public 


spirit,  it  cannot  broaden  its  legitimate  interests  without  in 
some  measure  giving  impetus  and  courage  to  other  com- 
munties  in  proximity. 

And  to  such  a  county  we  invite  you. 

The  interests  and  activities  of  a  new-comer  are 
necessarily  co-ordinated  with  those  of  his  fellow  citizens.

Has  500,000  acres  of  arable  lands  yet  uncultivated.

A  close  second  in  citrus  production. 

Led  for  years  in  mileage  of  good  roads.

Lake. 

More  lakes  than  any  other  county  in  state. 

More  navigable  rivers,  streams  and  canals  than  any 
other  county. 

Lake  county  fisherman  lead  entire  south  in  winning 
prizes  for  largest  bass  caught. 

Many  bear,  deer  and  other  large  game,  as  well  as 
birds.

No  sulphur  in  drinking  water. 

Has  two  largest  Kaolin  plants  in  south. 

Has  more  public  improvements  and  public  utilities 
than  any  county  in  the  state  per  capita. 

Lowest  taxation  of  any  county  in  state  measured  by 
public  improvements. 

Has  the  greatest  future  of  any  county  in  the  state. 

OLD  IN  YEARS  BUT  YOUNG  IN  DESTINY 

Lake  county  was  organized  from  portions  of  Orange 
and  Sumter  counties  in  1887.  Hon.  H.  H.  Duncan,  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  Lake  county  since  its  inception, 
was  then  a  member  of  the  legislature  and  he  has  the 
honor  of  naming  the  county  Lake.  Leesburg  was  the 
first  settlemnet  in  the  county,  named  after  L.  B.  Lee, 
who  homesteaded  in  1867.  Silver  Springs  was  then  the 
nearest  shipping  point.  A  channel  for  a  barge  was  cut 
through  floating  islands  three  feet  thick  in  1897  and  a 
few  months  later  Col.  H.  L.  Hart,  of  Palatka,  succeeded 
in  having  obstructions  removed  from  the  Oklawaha  so 
that  it  was  navigable  for  small  steamers. 

In  1880  the  St.  Johns  and  Lake  Eustis  R.  R.  was  built, 
which,  with  the  steamer  Roxie  on  Lake  Eustis  and  Harris, 
a  direct  line  of  travel  to  the  St.  Johns  river  was  formed. 

The  Florida  Southern,  now  the  A.  C.  L.,  was  completed 
to  Leesburg  in  1884,  and  the  F.  C.  &  P.  System,  now  the 
Seaboard,  tapped  the  county  about  the  same  time. 

A  mail  route  was  formed  from  Astor  to  Lake  Butler 
about  1848  and  a  postoffice  known  as  Lake  Griffin  was 
established   before   the   war.        In    1853   J.    C.    Lee   was 
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duly  appointed  postmaster  at  an  office  2%  miles  south- 
west of  Leesburg.  From  the  war  up  to  1871  our  people 
mostly  received  their  mail  from  Palatka  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  lake  steamer,  which  came  once  a  week. 
If  no  person  happened  to  be  on  the  bank  to  receive  the 
mail,  it  was  dumped  on  a  log,  rain  or  shine,  and  when 
one  felt  so  inclined,  came  to  the  log  and  took  the  mail 
belonging  to  him.  In  1871  J.  C.  Lee  was  appointed 
postmaster  at  Leesburg  and  in  1873  the  town  was  in- 
corporated. 

All  this  is  told  to  show  you  that  Lake  county  is  not 
old  as  communities  are  measured  by  the  century-old 
places  of  the  north  and  east. 

LOCATION 

Place  your  finger  in  the  center  of  the  peninsular  of 
Florida  and  it  will  rest  upon  Lake  county.  It  lies  about 
40  miles  from  the  Atlantic  and  40  miles  from  the  Gulf. 
Jacksonville  is  about  100  miles  to  the  north  and  Tampa 
100  to  the  south. 

By  train  and  auto  it  is  accessible  to  the  marts  of 
Florida,  or  by  lakes  and  rivers  to  the  ocean. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Lake  county  is  traversed  by  the  main  line  of  the 
Atlantic   Coast  Line,  Jacksonville-St.   Petersburg  branch. 

The  Seaboard  Air  Line  branch  from  Orlando  to  Wild- 
wood  bisects  the  county,  giving  connection  at  Wildwood 
to  the  mainline,  and  at  Orlando  to  the  A.  C.  L. 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Line  has  a  net  work  of  rails  in  the 
county.  A  branch  bisects  the  county  seat  and  west  from 
Sanford  to  Leesburg,  connecting  two  main  lines  of  that 
road  in  the  state. 

Another  branch  runs  from  Lane  Park,  Tavares, 
Umatilla  to  Astor,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county. 

The  Sanford-Trilby  branch  also  connects  the  two  main 
lines  passing  through  Clermont,  Groveland  and  Mascotte. 

The  Tavares  &  Gulf  railroad,  with  general  head- 
quarters at  Tavares,  operates  a  feeder  for  the  Seaboard 
from  Tavares  to  Clermont,  also  east  to  Winter  Garden 
and   Ocoee. 

St.  Johns  river  service  to  Astor  from  Jacksonville-San- 
ford  and   intermediate. 

Various  boat  lines  connecting  lake  points  to  other  lake 
points,  through  rivers,  canals  and  lakes. 

No  other  county  has  better  rail  and  mail  facilities,  and 
transportation  by  water  to  the  sea  is  not  far  distant  as 
told  in  another  chapter. 

TRANS-FLORIDA   CANAL 

From  Lake  county  to  the  Sea  will  soon  be  a  reality. 
Congress  has  made  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the 
project  and  the  first  lock  is  being  constructed  at  Moss 
Bluff. 

The  Oklawaha  river  has  its  source  in  a  chain  of  six 
lakes  located  in  Lake  county,  viz:  Lakes  Apopka,  Beau- 
clair,  Dora,  Harris,  Eustis  and  Griffin,  having  an  aggre- 
gate of  130  square  miles,  and  connected  with  each  other 
in  the  order  named  above  by  small  creeks  and  canals. 
The  Oklawaha  proper  begins  at  the  north  end  of  Lake 
Griffin  and  flows  in  a  general  northerly  direction  66 
'miles,  and  then  almost  due  east  20  miles,  where  it  empties 
into  the  St.  Johns  river  at  Wekiwa  about  105  miles  above 
the  St.  Johns  bar. 

This  project  will  not  only  give  us  water  transportation 
to  the  great  marts  of  the  nation,  thereby  reducing  freight 
rates,  but  will  reclaim  much  valuable  land,  rich  in  nitro- 
gen and  humus. 

It  will  open  up  125  miles  of  lake  coast  in  the  county 
to  water  transportation  and  do  for  these  points  what  the 


railroads  have   done  for  the   interior;  it  will   stimulate 
immigration  to  these  fertile  lands. 

It  will  make  the  most  picturesque  route  in  the  United 
States.  The  Oklawaha  river  trip  from  Silver  Springs 
to  Palatka  has  been  enjoyed  by  countless  thousands,  but 
the  continuation  of  the  trip  some  30  to  100  miles  further 
will  add  to  variety  and  extent  of  the  charm  and  beauty. 

POPULATION  AND  WEALTH 

The  estimated  population  is  15,000.  The  last  census 
made  by  the  state  in  1915  was  12,421,  of  which  7,933 
.  were  white  and  4,488  negroes.  The  population  to-day 
is  probably  11,000  white  and  4,000  negroes.  The  negro 
has  been  enticed  North  the  past  two  years.  The  negroes 
are  largely  farmers  and  laborers,  and  are,  as  a  rule  good 
citizens.  In  towns  they  are  segregated  in  their  own 
quarters. 

According  to  the  state  census  of  1915  Lake  county 
stands  twenty-second  in  rank  in  population,  and  30  in 
rank  on  basis  of  population  per  square  mile,  which  is 
10.1.     Its  rural  population  is  6.8  per  square  mile. 

In  cultivated  area  it  stands  42  in  rank  of  all  counties 
in  state,  yet,  according  to  the  same  authority,  while  Lake 
county  has  only  1.005  per  cent  of  the  cultivated  land 
of  the  state  it  produced  in  value  2.29  per  cent  of  the 
farm,  grove  and  garden  crops,  proving  the  fertility  of 
the  soil. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  Lake  county  has  increased 
from  1909  to  1918  as  follows:

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TOPOGRAPHICAL 

The  area  of  Lake  county  is  1,128  square  miles  or 
721,920  acres,  of  which  the  estimated  lake  area  is  125,000 
acres. 

The  elevation  runs  from  125  feet  above  sea-level  to 
312  feet,  this  elevation  attained  approaching:  Minneola 
from  the  North  on  what  is  known  as  Sugar  Loaf  Moun- 
tain of  the  Apopka  mountains  group.  Other  mountains 
of  less  elevation  are  Stone  mountain  and  Gospel  Hill, 
on  the  shore  of  Lake  Harris. 

Naturally  one  will  smile  when  we  refer  to  "mountains" 
300  feet  high,  and  yet  the  word  "hill"  is  just  as  pedantic. 

Lake  county  is  the  center  of  what  is  classed  in  section- 
al Florida  as  the  Central  Lake  Region — to  distinguish  it 
from  the  East  Coast  or  the  West  Coast  or  South  Florida 
sections. 

Lake  county  is  located  on  what  is  termed  the  "Back- 
bone of  Florida."  That  this  is  true  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  Helena  Run,  between  Leesburg  and  Okahumpka 
flows  at  times  to  the  Gulf  and  at  other  times  to  the 
Atlantic.  About  Clermont  the  waters  find  their  way  to 
Lake  Okeechobee  and  through  canals  to  the  Atlantic. 
Thus  is  fixed  the  most  wonderful  watershed  in  the  United 
States.     For : 

The  waters  of  Lake  flow  north  through  the  waters  of 
the  Oklawaha  and  St.  Johns  river  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean; 

To  the  south  through  Lake  Okeechobee  to  the  Atlantic 
Ocean: 

To  the  west  through  the  Withlachoochee  river  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Thus  the  friable  and  fertile  soils  are  insured  perfect 
drainage  for  all  time. 

SCENIC  OR  ALPINE  FLORIDA 

The  scenic  beauty  of  Lake  county  is  enhanced  by  its 
very  unexpectedness.  The  visitor  does  not  come  prepared 
to  look  for  hills  and  heavily  timbered  slopes.  He  has 
been  lead  to  believe  that  Florida  is  flat  woods,  or  great 
low  mesa  of  stunted  palmettos  and  wiry  grass;  of  inter- 
minable miles  of  blazed  pines  trees  turning  their  wounded 
sides  to  ones  gaze;  of  lazy,  clotted,  dark-watered  streams. 

But,  by  train  or  auto,  as  the  beauties  of  Lake  county 
are  unfolded,  the  visitor,  surprised  by  the  revelation, 
exclaims:  "This  is  the  most  beautiful  country  I  have  ever 
seen." 

True,  the  mountains,  or  hills,  if  you  please,  are  not  as 
stupendous  as  those  of  the  Blue  Ridge  or  the  Alleghanies 
— not  as  awe-inspiring,  forbidden,  majestic,  but  they  are 
more  beautiful,  with  qualities  that  delight  the  senses  of 
the  mind.  Here  Nature  seems  to  rest  in  raptured  con- 
templation of  her  own  rich  and  varied  charms.  Here,  in 
kindest  mood,  reposeful  in  her  fair  estate,  she  meditates 
upon  a  scene 

"Where  the  tints  of  the  earth  and  the  hues  of  the  sky 
In  color  though  varied,  in  beauty  may  vie." 

The  scenery  of  Lake  county  has  inspired  the  song  of 
the  poet,  and  many  gifted  writers  have  tried  to  paint  a 
prose  picture  that  would  do  justice  to  Scenic  Lake  but 
no  writer  ever  admitted  that  he  succeeded  to  his  own 
satisfaction. 

Were  space  permissable  we  could  reprint  columns 
upon  columns  written  by  special  correspondents,  news- 
paper men  of  the  state,  clerg>'men  and  others,  all  dis- 
criptive  of  their  impressions  of  this  sun-kissed,  rainbow- 
tinted  hill-girted  county  of  lakes. 

It  has  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 


Would  you  think  it  possible  to  throw  your  auto  out  of 
gear  and  coast  a  mile  and  a  half  in  Florida?  Would  you 
think  that  in  Florida  your  six-cylinder  car  would  struggle 
up  hills  where  the  road  was  smooth  as  velvet?  Can  you 
stretch  your  imagination  to  think  that  you  could  stand 
on  a  hill-top  and  look  over  lakes  and  a  valley  for  25 
miles?  Can  you  picture  65  spring-fed  lakes  within  a 
day's  walk?  Can  you  visualize  deep  valleys  where  a  lake 
mirrors  in  deepest  purple  the  towering  hillsides?  Can 
you  imagine  the  grandeur  of  a  sunset  where  water  and 
sky  meet,  repeating  each  tracery  of  the  clouds,  and  the 
varying  moods  of  the  colors,  and  linger  until  the  dark 
clouds    draw    the    veil    over    the    enchanting   scene? 

This  is  all  yours  in  Lake  county  to  be  seen  and  enjoyed. 

Lake  county  stands  alone  in  this  great  commonwealth 
in  the  beauty  and  variety  of  scenery,  from  the  riot  of 
tropical  vegetation  along  the  shores  of  the  rivers  and 
canals,  to  the  imposing  views  from  the  hill-tops,  with  the 
landscapes  studded  with  lakes  of  diamonds,  lakes  of  tur- 
quoise, lakes  of  emerald. 

CLIMATOLOGICAL 

The  matter  of  weather  is  of  no  small  consideration  as 
it  not  only  enters  largely  into  the  comfort  and  enjoy- 
ment of  people,  but  in  an  agricultural  and  fruit  growing 
section,  it  is  a  vital  factor  in  the  economy  of  farm  and 
grove  management.  Without  a  favorable  climate  no 
soil,  however  rich,  can  be  made  to  yield  returns  com- 
mensurate with  the  labor  expended  upon  it. 

We  append  notes  of  observations  of  a  civil  engineer 
covering  a  period  of  five  years  whose  station  is  centrally 
located:

The  fact  that  some  five  large  nursery  concerns  have 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  invested  in  their  in- 
dustry, and  scores  of  lesser  and  private  nurseries  are 
operated  in  the  county,  is  evidence  that  climate  con- 
ditions are  most  favorable. 

There  are  groves  in  Lake  county  that  are  not  injured 
in  the  least  by  the  freeze  of  1895;  there  are  many  other 
groves  that  went  through  the  freeze  and  were  readily 
built  up  again!  Time  after  time  since  then,  when  groves 
200  and  even  250  males  further  south,  were  hurt  by  frost 
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and  entire  crop  frozen,  Lake  county  groves  went  through 
unscathed. 

Why? 

Because  of  the  innumerable  lakes  and  waterways; 
because  of  the  perfect  air  drainage;  because  of  the 
absence  of  salt-laden  atmosphere;  because  of  hill-side 
and  frost  protection. 

Then,  attain,  the  summers  are  a  perpetual  delight. 
Ninety-eip:ht  degrees  was  recorded  once  in  five  years,  and 
96  degrees  once  in  three  years,  yet  the  minimum  tem- 
perature for  those  summer  months  and  years  was  70  and 

71. 

The  summer  is  tempered  by  the  breezes  from  the 
ocean  and  the  gulf,  and  if  one  is  favored  with  a  home 
on  lake-side  or  hill-top  there  is  no  more  ccmfortable 
"summer  resort"  than  rip:ht  on  your  own  porch. 

Sunstrokes  are  unknown  here.  No  one  ever  quits 
work  on  account  of  the  heat,  as  in  the  north. 

Further,  we  affirm  that  the  climate  is  not  only  most 
equable,  but  is  cooler  in  summer  and  warmer  in  winter 
than  at  Jacksonville  or  Tampa,  which  fact  is  proven  day 
after  day  by  comparison  of  government  readings  with 
those   of  local  readings. 

IDEAL  HOME   AND   SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Lake  county  appeals  to  the  man  or  woman  seeking  a 
home  where  social  conditions  are  normal;  where  the 
people  dwell  in  peace,  unity  and  good  fellowship  regard- 
less of  the  different  views  which  they  may  hold.  The 
people  are  thoroup:hly  moral,  God-fearing,  broad-minded, 
hospitable,  progressive.  Without  this  condition  all 
civilization,  all  culture,  all  refinement  is  mere  veneer. 

The  indices  of  a  community  are  not  found  in  its 
streets  or  indicated  by  its  wealth,  but  exemplified  in  its 
home  and  social  life;  in  its  churches  and  in  its  schools. 

Lake  county  is  a  county  of  homes — each  man  in  his 
own  castle.  His  kingdom  is  measured  by  the  confines 
of  his  property,  and  here  the  environment  is  to  his  taste, 
and  most  times  to  the  pleasure  of  all.  Pretty  bungalows 
or  stately  mansions  are  set  in  a  wealth  of  greenery. 

In  the  table  of  postoffices  of  the  county  found  else- 
where are  given  the  location  and  denomination  of 
churches,  of  fraternal  organizations,  of  schools,  yet  this 
does  not  encompass  the  whole.  Many  hamlets  and  rural 
districts  have  their  churches  and  their  schools  and  fra- 
ternal organizations,  and  each  community  its  social  ac- 
tivities too  numerous  to  mention. 

The  schools  are  a  pride  of  Lake  county.  With  gener- 
ous bounty  in  the  way  of  local  and  county  taxation,  with 
public  sentiment  crystalized  in  demands  calling  for  the 
best  in  educational  opportunity,  with  patriotic  and  in- 
telligent school  officials  to  develop  and  direct  the  school 
machinery,  we  feel  that  we  are  making  great  progress 
in  the  development  of  the  educational  Ultima  Thule. 

The  school  system  embraces  every  branch  of  the  acad- 
emic, vocational,  industrial,  piano,  voice,  expression, 
domestic  science,  home  economics,  etc.,  with  the  high 
schools  on  the  accredited  list.  Arrangements  are  made 
for  free  transportation  in  rural  districts  and  smaller 
towns  whereby  every  pupil  can  finish  the  high  school 
course. 

So,  one  seeking,  an  ideal  home  location,  there  is  noth- 
ing lacking  in  Lake  county  to  fulfill  every  desire  of  the 
husband,  wife,  or  child. 

The  towns  have  all  the  advantages  of  a  large  city, 
with  none  of  their  disadvantages.  The  moral  atmosphere 
is  clear.  There  are  no  dives  in  Lake  county,  nor  will  any 
be  tolerated.  Crime  is  almost  an  unknown  quantity. 
There  are  no  strikes,  no  turmoil. 

"Life's  worth  living  in  Lake" — its  joys  are  many,  and 
if  there  be  sorrow  friends  are  here  to  comfort  you. 


MONTVERDE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL 

Bordering  the  western  shore  of  Lake  Apopka,  sitting 
high  on  the  "Apopka  Mountains,"  is  the  attractive  little 
town  of  Montverde,  the  home  of  the  Industrial  School, 
which  started  in  1912,  with  "the  woods  and  a  plan,"  but, 
as  Karl  Lehmann,  secretary  of  the  United  Society  of 
Christian  Endeavor  says,  "this  is  no  ordinary  school;  it 
is  a  great  school  now  and  a  wonderful  school  in  the 
making." 

It  is  co-educational,  and  the  pupils  are  accepted  on  a 
50-50  basis.  That  is:  They  put  one-half  their  tuition 
and  board  in  money  and  the  other  half  in  work,  mean- 
while learning  a  trade  or  profession — a  practical  edu- 
cation.. Further  than  this,  the  pupils  are  made  fit 
physically. 

The  merit  system  causes  the  pupils  to  strive  for  honors, 
and  in  consequence  the  school  has  carried  away  many  a 
prize:  First  in  awards  of  the  Lake  County  Fair,  in  par- 
ades at  Tavares,  at  Orlando;  first  in  educational  exhibits 
at  Tampa,  Orlando;  its  canning  club  won  state  prizes  at 
Tallahassee:  Its  boys  won  first  prize  for  corn  produc- 
tion in  1917  and  1918—118  and  106  y2  bushels  to  the 
acre,  respectively. 

Besides  the  academic  course  there  is  instruction  in 
manual  training,  canning,  household  economics,  domestic 
science,  domestic  art,  vocational  agriculture,  bible,  ex- 
pression, music,  voice,  etc. 

The  institution  is  one  of  the  marvels  of  the  south.  It 
opened  in  an  old  building  and  a  church.  Today  it  has  a 
dozen  fine  study  halls,  dormitories,  work  shops,  hospital, 
model  cottages,  canning  factory,  electric  light  plant, 
water  system. 

It  is  taxed  to  accommodate  the  pupils  seeking  admission 
and  each  year  sees  material  improvements  and  additions 
to  the  plant. 

HEALTH  AND  SANITATION 

The  healthfulness  of  Lake  county  is  remarkable.  The 
climate  is  not  only  conductive  to  lonprevity,  but  the 
prevalent  epidemics  either  pass  us  by  "on  high  speed" 
or  are  of  such  a  mild  character  to  be  almost  nil. 

The  natural  drainage,  the  porous  sandy  soil,  the  wind- 
cleaned  air  and  measures  enforced  by  sanitary  officers 
all  contribute  to  good  health  and  long  life. 

Here  nature  does  not  demand  eternal  vierilance  and 
unceasing  nursing  as  the  price  of  a  comfortable  habitat, 
a  sound  body  and  the  joy  of  living. 

Were  this  a  "patent  medicine  pamphlet"  we  could 
devote  pages  to  testimonials  of  cures  and  reliefs.  We 
could  cite  hundreds  of  cases  where  people  came  here  to 
linger  a  few  days  or  weeks  and  die  and  are  now  in  full 
health  and  perfect  physique. 

One  good  old  patriarch,  close  unto  100  years  of  age, 
who  has  traveled  the  whole  civilized  and  uncivilized  globe, 
and  to-day  lives  in  the  county,  with  all  his  faculties 
unimpaired,  writes:  "I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the 
climate  excells  any  other  with  which  I  am.  acquainted. 
We  are  practically  free  from  all  malaria  and  typhoid 
fever  have  been  known  to  have  originted  here.  It  is 
really  a  health  resort  for  those  afflicted  with  rheumatism, 
catarrah,  hay  fever  and  kindred  ailments." 

We  have  statements  from  physicians  stating  that  not 
one  case  of  malaria  came  under  their  observation  in  an 
entire  year  in  their  communities. 

The  death  rate  in  Florida,  which  includes  the  deaths 
of  many  who  are  sent  here  in  the  last  stages  of  some 
ailment  is  but  one  in  1,447.  The  death  rate  in  Maine  is 
one  in  315;  Massachusetts  one  in  254,  and  so  on.  This 
is  conclusive  evidence  of  health  in  the  state. 
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WATER  AND   ITS   SOURCE 

One  of  the  contributives  of  health  is  water.  Every 
safeguard  is  placed  about  the  .water  supply  of  the  towns 
and  villages,  and  in  the  country  the  county  agent  is 
active  in  seeing  that  the  drinking  water  is  not  contam- 
inated. 

In  the  northern  section  of  the  county  the  supply  comes 
from  deep-driven  artesian  wells.  In  other  parts  from 
driven  wells.  And  about  some  of  the  lakes  the  supply  is 
taken  ten  to  fifteen  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  water. 

There  is  no  sulphur  in  the  water  of  Lake  county.  It 
is  pure  as  crystal,  without  gas  and  bacteria  practically 
nil.     It  is  palatable,  wholesom^e  and  invigorating. 

The  water  in  the  towns  is  frequently  analyzed  by  the 
state  laboratory  and  always  pronounced  of  most  excell- 
ent quality  »nd  free  from  deleterious  organic  matter. 

RECREATION 

This  subject  is  treated  in  a  general  way  in  foot  notes 
following  the  table  of  postoflfice  of  the  county. 

Each  community  has  worked  out  its  manner  of  enter- 
taining its  guests  as  well  as  affording  recreation  to  its 
own  people.  . 

There  is  no  end  to  outdoor  sport  and  exercise — such 
as  hunting,  fishing,  boating,  bathing,  motoring,  horseback 
riding,  hikes  on  foot.  ,  •    j     j 

Golf,  tennis,  quoits,  checkers,  chess  and  kindred 
games  of  skill;  baseball,  yacht  races,  motor  boat  races, 
aquaplaining,  has  its  patrons. 

Social  activities  include  card  games,  dancing,  picnics, 
fish  fries,  barbecues  and  the  many  delightful  entertain- 
ments, including  musicales,  lectures,  readings  and  mixed 
programs  are  held  world  without  number. 

There  are  moving  picture  shows,  traveling  entertainers, 
county-wide  fetes,  carnivals,  a  school  fair. 

There  is  something  to  entertain,  amuse,  instruct, 
occupy  the  time  of  every  man,  woman  and  child,  regard- 
less of  walk  in  life,  taste  or  ambition  to  excel.    • 

FISHING   IN   LAKE   COUNTY 

There  are  a  number  of  facts  to  substantiate  the  state- 
ment that  the  best  freshwater  fishing  in  all  the  United 
States  can  be  found  in  Lake  county. 

1 — 1400  lakes  and  ponds,  all  deep,  clearwater,  mostly 
spring-fed,  including  Apopka,  the  second  largest  lake 
in  the  state;  and  Griffin,  Harris,  Eustis,  Dora,  Yale, 
George  Minneola,  Minnehaha,  Louisa,  Pine  Island,  Pitt- 
man,  Norris.  Tracey,  Beauclair,  Gem  and  a  thousand 
odd  lesser  lights.  Such  rivers  as  the  St.  Johns,  Oklawaha, 
Wekiwa,  Withlacoochee,  Palatlakawha  and  many  other 
streams.  Innumerable  canals  and  feeders  into  lakes  and 
rivers,  deep  enough  for  small  draft  vessels,  and  enticing 
habitat  for  the  big  mouth  bass. 

2 — The  oft-times  champion  of  the  "Field  and  Stream" 
fishing  contest  lives  in  Lake  county,  five  times  winner 
against  the  entire  south  below  the  Mason  and  Dixon 
Line.  This  alone  proves  the  excellency  of  our  fishing 
grounds. 

3 — The  home  for  eight  months  in  the  year  of  Mr.  W. 
T.  Heddon,  of  Dowagiac,  Mich.,  the  maker  of  the  famous 
Jam^s  Heddon's  Sons  "Dowagiac"  and  other  bait,  and 
rods  and  reels — known  whereever  a  fisherman  wets  a 
line.

minnows  and  worms.

The  woods  surrounding  the  hundreds  of  beautiful 
lakes  is  largely  pine  with  scattering  oaks  of  many  varie- 
ties, while  the  soil  is  sufficiently  sandy  to  offer  ideal 
camping  sites  in  any  weather,  an  item  which  will  appeal 
to  the  veteran  camper  who  has  waded  through  the  mud 
about  the  camp  in  wet  weather. 

"Even  the  smaller  ponds  are  homes  of  10  to  15- 
pounders  which  rise  to  the  Dowagiac  Surface  bait  every 
month  of  the  year,  and  during  the  warmer  months,  when 
all  fish  are  most  active,  these  old  patriarchs  when  hooked 
frequently  leap  entirely  out  of  the  water  several  times 
in  frantic  effort  for  freedom.  Contrary  to  popular 
opinion  the  Florida  bass  is  fully  as  gamey  as  his  North- 
ern kin,  staging  equally  as  vicious  a  fight  and  averaging 
several  pounds  heavier  in  weight  produces  a  novel  thrill 
to  the  northern  angler. 

"In  addition  to  the  superior  fishing  afforded  the  tourist, 
countless  plume  birds  and  other  varities  of  strange  water- 
fowl, alligators  and  several  varieties  of  turtles  all  con- 
tribute to  the  novelty  and  wierdness  of  the  country,  and 
are  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  amateur  or  professional 
naturalist." 

We  invite  the  fishermen  and  fisherwomen  to  Lake — 
boats,  tackle,  guides  and  good  fellowship  at  everypoint. 
No  license  is  needed  to  fish  for  sport  with  hook  and  line. 

You'll  not  crowd  each  other — Mr.  A.  L.  Cashwell,  of 
South  Clermont,  who  holds  the  South's  record  for  the 
largest  bass  caught,  says  he  can  start  out  at  the  break 
day  with  a  mule  pulling  his  boat  and  launch  the  boat  and 
fish  in  65  different  lakes  before  he  returns  in  the  even- 
ing. Or  you  can  take  a  boat  and  traverse  from  lake  to 
lake  through  canals  and  rivers  day  after  day. 

PRIZES    FOR   LARGEST   BASS   CAUGHT 

The  various  communities  of  the  county,  through  the 
sellers  of  fishing  tackle,  have  hung  up  expensive  prizes 
for  the  largest  bass  caught  in  Lake  county.  You  register 
with  the  merchant  whose  prize  you  are  to  compete  for. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Jam'CS  Heddon's  Sons,  a  $40 
outfit  of  rod,  reel,  casting  line  and  assortment  of  bait 
will  be  awarded  the  one  who  catches  the  largest  fish  in 
the  county — therefore  the  winner  will  receive  two  prizes 
— the  community  prize  and  the  county-wide  prize. 

More  than  $300  worth  of  prizes  are  offered,  The  con- 
test will  close  April  1,  1920. 

HUNTING 

If  this  book  deal  in  glittering  generalities  we  would 
call  Lake  county  the  "Sportsman's  Paradise."  There  are 
about  10,000  such  places,  according  to  literature. 

Lake  county  affords  real  sport.  We  shall  let  it  go  at 
that.  As  this  is  written,  report  comes  that  the  Royal 
boys  up  Cassia  way  killed  four  bears  in  one  day — meeting 
up  with  one  family  of  ten.  With  the  same  report  is  re- 
corded two  wildcats  killed  along  the  Oklawaha,  one 
weighing  up  to  35  pounds.  Down  along  the  Palatlaka- 
wha, I  saw  a  friend  cutting  up  a  13-foot  alligator  to 
cook  it  for  his  hunting  dogs.     That  was  all  in  one  day. 

There  is  deer  in  plenty,  and  bear,  and  wild  cat,  coons 
and  'possum  to  be  found  in  the  wilds,  while  all  through 
the  woods  and  along  and  on  lakes  are  wild  turkey,  quail, 
squirrel,  rabbit,  duck,  goose,  brant,  plover,  snipe,  yellow- 
legs,  coot,  gallinules,  dove,  rail,  ricebird,  etc.

SOILS  OF  LAKE  COUNTY 

No  county  can  become  richer  than  its  lands  as  from 
the  soils  comes  our  food  and  clothing;  all  other  human 
needs  are  sub-ordinate  to  these. 

Soil,  as  you  readily  know,  is  the  thin  covering  of 
fragmental  material  that  more  or  less  completely  mantles 
the  surface  of  the  earth  and  serves  as  an  anchorage  for 
and  contributes  to  the  growth  of  plants. 

Lake  county  is  fortunate  to  have  about  670,000  acres 
of  land  and  about  125,000  acres  of  water.  With  but 
one  per  cent,  of  its  hinds  under  cultivation  think  of  the 
potential  possibilities  of  the  county. 

The  soils  of  Lake  county  are  varied.  The  rolling  pine 
lands,  or  well-drained  pine  lands,  are  light-colored  or 
gray  or  dark  from  the  admixture  of  the  organic  matter. 
The  depth  of  clay  is  variable  but  in  most  sections  the 
underlying  sandy  clay  is  found  at  a  depth  of  one  to  two 
feet. 

The  prevailing  forest  tree  land,  mostly  timbered  with 
long-leaf  pine,  and  a  rule  with  but  LITTLE  or  NO  under- 
growth. 

The  palmetto  and  open  flat  woods  (more  level  pine 
lands  than  the  rolling)  has  a  soil  gray  or  dark  colored. 
These  are  our  best  lands  for  nature. 

Our  hammock  lands,  the  term  applied  to  the  lands 
having  a  heavy  growth  of  trees  and  shrubs,  although  not 
extensive  in  area  in  Lake  county,  are  very  important 
agriculturally,  as  it  is  on  these  areas  we  find  the  wonder- 
ful truck  gardens  of  Lake  county. 

On  the  rolling  upland  pine  lands  you  will  find  the 
citrus  grower  with  his  five-  ten-  or  twenty-acre  grove 
of  golden  fruit,  as  this  type  of  soil  is  the  secret  of  the 
success  of  the  citrus  industry  here. 

The  climate,  rainfall  and  soil  makes  Lake  county  one 
of  the  best  agricultural  and  horticultural  sections  in 
the  state,  and  many  demonstrations  have  proven  that 
almost  every  general  farm  crop  (except  wheat)  grown 
in  the  temperate  zone  will  do  well  in  Lake.  The  high- 
lands and  the  many  lakes  make  it  one  of  the  best  known 
citrus  fruit  sections  of  Florida,  nature  having  provided 
both  air  and  water  drainage,  conditions  which  are  nec- 
essary for  the  successful  growing  of  citrus  fruits. 

The  development  of  Lake  County  is  in  its  infancy — 
its  wonderful  resources  have  barely  been  scraped.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  several  types  of  soil 
will  strive  for  superiority  in  producing  every  variety  of 
fruit,  vegetables,  cereal  and  forage  crops.  M.  M.  Javens, 
Governmental  Agricultural  Advisor. 

LAKE  COUNTY  PRODUCTS  DOUBLE  STATE 

AVERAGE 

According  to  the  ofiicial  figures  in  the  biennial  report 
of  the  Florida  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Lake  county 
although  containing  1.005  per  cent  of  the  cultivated 
area  of  the  State,  produced  in  value  2.29  per  cent  of  the 
farm,  grove  and  garden  crops,  making  the  average  acre- 
yield  in  Lake  county  far  more  than  double  the  average 
for  the  state. 

The  subject  for  soil  and  production  is  such  a  large  and 
unweildy  one  that  the  above  statement  is  probably  more 
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convincing  than  anything  else  we   could  present. 

The  factors  of  production  are  soil,  climate  and  wacer. 

These  we  have  to  the  nth  degree. 

Further  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the  factors  of  plant 
life:  The  largest  citrus  nurseries  in  the  state  are  lo- 
cated in  Lake  county;  five  of  the  largest  ferneries  in 
the  South  are  located  in  Lake. 

Men  of  capital  and  business  acumen  would  not  put 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  such  enterprises  if 
soil,  climate  and  rainfall  were  not  sufficient  unto  their 
purposes,  combined  with  transportation  facilities. 

This  latter  fact,  alone,  should  satisfy  the  prospective 
farmer  or  grower  that  Lake  county  is  the  place  for  him 
to  locate. 

The  following  table  is  under-estimated,  rather  than 
over-estimated,  as  no  accounting  has  been  taken  as  to 
home  consumption,  or  the  home-garden — probably  it 
would  be  better  to  state  that  the  figures  cover  the  pro- 
duction in  excess  of  local  needs.

THE  CITRUS  INDUSTRY 

Lake  county  lacked  100  acres  of  groves  to  rank  sec- 
ond in  the  state  of  Florida  in  the  citrus  industry  accord- 
ing to  accurate  records  of  the  State  Plant  Board  in  its 
report  for  1918  duly  printed  Feb.  28,  1919. 

With  renewed  interest  in  this  industry  this  fall  we 
fully  believe  that  Lake  county  is  NOW  second  with  all 
interests  bent  to  attain  first  place. 

This  is  possible,  because  Lake  county  has  400,000  acres 
of  virgin  citrus  soil,  an  acreage  possibly  twice  equal  of 
the  grove  properties  in  the  entire  state. 

"Every  grove  a  factory"  is  the  slogan  of  our  broad, 
intelligent  growers,  who  are  using  scientific  methods 
of  cultivation,  fertilization  and  spraying.  Orange  and 
grape-fruit  growing  is  no  longer  guess  work.  From 
the  time  that  the  Government  Agricultural  agent  analy- 
sies  the  soil  for  you,  if  you  so  desire,  to  the  bearing 
grove,  and  to  the  packing  house  and  market  only  business 
methods  are  employed. 

Lake  county  nurseries  will  furnish  the  stock  for  you — 
three  of  the  largest  nurseries  in  the  state  are  located  here 
— as  well  as  others  smaller  and  many  private  nurseries — 
nearly  3.000,000  young  trees  are  in  these  nurseries  being 
nursed  to  perfection  for  the  growers.  The  stock  is  accli- 
mated for  our  own  climate  conditions — they  have  a  clean 
bill  of  health. 

Development  companies  in  the  county  will  undertake 
clear,  plant  and  cultivate  a  grove  from  5  to  500  acres, 
and  on  the  fourth  year,  or  the  fifth  year,  turn  over  to 
you  a  grove  that  has  paid  for  itself  and  from  then  on 
will  make  you  independent  for  life. 

Citrus  culture  is  not  a  game  for  a  man  with  two  or 
three  thousand  capital.  We  hold  out  no  alluring  bait  to 
the  man  who  expects  something  for  nothing,  but  do  affirm 
that  the  man  who  can  carry  a  10-acre  or  a  lOO-acre  grove 
through  to  the  bearing  period,  cultivating  scientifically, 
spraying  diligently  and  fertilizing  sufficiently,  he  can 
find  no  better  investment  for  his  money. 

It  \^ill  cost  approximately  $500  an  acre  to  bring  citrus 
stock  into  bearing,  or  $5,000  for  a  ten-acre  grove.  This 
includes  land,  clearing,  fencing,  625  two-year  standard 
orange  and  grape-fruit  trees,  half  and  half,  planting, 
cultivating,  fertilization,  spraying,  taxes,  and  interest  on 
investment.

Thus  proving  that  Lake  County  is  a  close  second  in 
this  great  industry,  and  with  more  citrus  land  available 
(400,000  acres)  than  any  other  tw^o  counties  in  the  citrus 
belt,  it  is  destined  to  lead  in  the  raising  of  oranges  and 
grapefruit. 

FARMING  AND  TRUCKING 

This  question  is  so  comprehensive  in  all  of  its 
ramifications  that  in  itself  it  would  take  many  pages  to 
set  clear.  The  table  printed  elsewhere  covering  the  acre- 
age and  value  of  diflferent  products  conveys  a  general 
idea  of  the  versatility  of  general  farming,  trucking  and 
citrus  and  fruit  growing,  for  this  is  a  great  peach  sec- 
tion, also.  Contrary  to  expectations,  Lake  lying  so  far 
north,  this  county  raises  many  hundreds  of  bunches  of 
bananas,  and  great  quantities  of  guavas,  persimmons, 
and  other  tropical  fruits.  Also,  when  the  government, 
ten  years  ago  made  a  survey  of  the  state  to  locate  eu- 
calyptus trees,  it  found  more  specimens  in  Lake  county 
than  elsewhere,  and  this  tree  has  a  low   zero  point. 

This  county  raises  many  watermelons,  the  crop  being 
very  profitable  as  buyers  are  on  the  ground  early  in  the 
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season  paying  as  high  as  $850  a  car  for  them,  the  price 
declining  as  the  supply  begins  to  stock  the  markets. 

A  conservative  estimate  of  the  net  profits  per  acre  on 
vegetables  is: 

Lettuce,  $355,  cabbage  $225,  celery  $340,  cucumbers 
$335,  peppers  $150,  tomatoes  $175,  strawberries  $370, 
Irish  potatoes  $125,  sweel  potatoes  $346,  onions  $270, 
squash  $100,  eggplant  $275,  string  beans  $100,  English 
peas   $160. 

These  are  no  exceptional  yields.  We  could  quote  indi- 
vidual profits  as  high  as  $1,000  and  $1,500  an  acre,  and 
take  affidavit  to  the  fact,  on  celery,  peppers,  cucumbers, 
etc.,  but  the  truth  is  good  enough  for  Lake. 

Stock  raising  naturally  follows  in  a  county  where  the 
soil  permits  the  raising  of  corn  and  forage  crops. 

The  dairy  business  is  of  no  small  moment  here  and 
could  be  increased  100  fold,  as  demands  for  milk  and 
dairy  products  far  surpasses  the  supply. 

The  same  applies  to  poultry.  The  many  lakes  and 
ponds  make  duck  raising  an  industry  worth  while. 

Sugar  cane  fields  and  syrup  mills  are  found  through- 
out the  county.     The  yield  of  syrup  is  very  profitable. 

Practically  all  the  truck  farmers  utilize  their  truck 
fields  for  farm  crops  after  the  vegetables  are  off,  secur- 
ing large  yields  of  corn,  Irish  or  sweet  potatoes,  or  hay. 
velvet  beans  and  the  hay  that  can  be  gathered  after  the 
beans  are  picked  and  threshed;  cowpeas  and  other  le- 
gumes are  used,  not  only  paying  a  profit  but  enrching 
the  land  for  the  next  vegetable  crop. 

Lake  county  is  the  home  of  natal  hay,  being  the  first 
to  grow  and  standardize  the  crop  and  give  it  a  position 
in  the  hay  markets  a  close  second  to  timothy  and  alfalfa. 

Lake  county  maintains  a  county  agricultural  expert 
in  conjunction  with  the  State  Experimental  Station  and 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington  who  assists 
the  new-comer  in  doing  things  as  they  should  be  done, 
and  is  at  beck  and  call  of  any  farmer  or  grower  in  the 
county.  Also  the  general  office  has  thousands  of  bul- 
letins on  every  conceivable  subject  which  are  free  to 
callers  at  the  office  in  Tavares,  or  will  be  mailed  upon 
request.

AS  TO  INSECT  PESTS  AND  "SICH" 
The  pioneers  of  Florida  built  no  foundation  under  their 
houses,  simply  using  pine  logs  set  on  end.  The  impress- 
ion was  gained  that  this  was  to  keep  the  alligators  out 
of  the  house.  An  alligator  is  a  curiosity  in  Florida. 
Like  the  bullfrogs  in  Arizona  that  lived  to  be  fifty  years 
of  age  and  never  learned  to  swnm,  there  are  Florida- 
born  children  that  never  saw  an  alligator  in  his  native 
haunts  or  in  captivity. 

As  to  snakes,  Mr.  Ditmore,  the  naturalist,  in  one  of  his 
books,  said  there  are  fewer  variety  of  snakes  in  Florida 
than  elsewhere  in  the  states.  Hunters,  who  traverse  the 
woods  seldom  run  up  against  a  snake  of  any  description. 
The  wTiter  has  lived  in  Florida  15   years  and  only  met 


up  with  one  rattlesnake.  Others,  more  inclined  to  the 
city  life,  will  tell  you  that  snakes  are  an  unknown  quan- 
tity in  the  state. 

There  are  mosquitoes  wherever  much  marsh  land 
abounds,  but  not  in  clearwater  lakes,  or  streams  where 
fish  are  to  be  found.  Most  places  in  Lake  county  claim 
an  entire  absence  of  the  mosquito. 

There  are  fewer  flies  in  Florida  than  any  other  state 
in  the  Union.  This  fact  is  so  apparent  to  tourists  that 
they  remark  about  it  within  a  week  after  they  arrive. 

As  to  cockroaches,  ants,  bedbugs — this  is  a  personal 
matter.  It  is  something  like  the  old  lady  who  kissed  the 
cow — it   all   according   to    taste. 

And  there  you  are! 

OPPORTUNITIES    IN    THE    COUNTY 

In  city  and  country  opportunities  are  manifold  for 
the  man  of  capital,  energy  and  vision. 

It  was  a  noted  essayist  who  said  that  if  you  built  a 
better  mouse  trap  than  your  neighbor,  although  you 
lived  in  a  wilderness,  that  the  world  would  wear  a  beaten 
track   to   your  very    door. 

Lake  county  has  natural  resources  in  kaolin  deposits, 
its  various  clays  for  brick  and  pottery,  in  its  cotton  fields, 
in  its  fields  and  forests.  Woodworking  establishments 
can  find  yellow  pine,  cypress,  oak,  magnolia,  hickory  and 
other  hard  woods  for  manufacturing  tanks,  household 
utilities,  mill  work  and  wood  novelties.  The  trees  of  the 
hammocks  are  moss-covered  suggesting  mattresses  and 
pillows.  Its  sands  in  places  are  pure  silica — and  bottle 
and  glass  factories  are  a  near  possibility.  The  palm  and 
palmetto   fibres   should   be   converted   into   paper. 

To  the  farmer  and  grower  and  stock  raiser  excep- 
tional opportunities  are  offered. 

To  the  man  of  capital  who  could  erect  bungalows  by 
the  mile  and  apartment  house  groups  no  better  field 
awaits.  To  the  man  who  will  build  one  or  fifty  larere 
hotels  the  field  beckons  him  with  golden  possibilities.  To 
the  promoter  who  will  make  the  400,000  tillable,  friable 
acres  blossom  as  the  rose,  we  bid  welcome. 

And  in  each  community  there  are  business  opportun- 
ities— not  to  crowd  the  field  with  stores  of  a  like  nature 
— but  along  other  lines  not  represented.

GOOD  ROADS 

Lake  county  has  spent  $500,000 
on  a  system  of  good  roads  which 
has  placed  it  in  first  place  for  road 
expenditure  per  capita.  The  first 
sand-asphalt  roads  in  the  state 
were  laid  here.  This  material  con- 
nects the  towns  of  the  eastern 
Orange  county  line  to  Mt.  Dora 
and  Seminole  county  line,  through 
Sorrento  to  Mt.  Dora,  and  on  to 
Eustis,  thence  north  to  Umatilla 
and  Altoona.  The  other  150-odd 
miles  of  good  roads  is  of  sand-clay 
ninety  per  cent  of  which  is  in 
most  excellent  condition. 

The  accompanying  road  map  of 
the  county  shows  the  extent  of 
the  highway  system. 

New  projects  on  foot  contem- 
plate extending  the  roads  from 
Astor  to  Polk  county  line — sev- 
enty miles — thus  cutting  off  some 
50  miles  on  the  route  from  Jack- 
sonville to  Tampa,  and  the  same 
distance  to  those  entering  the 
state  by  the  western  route,  via 
Marion  county  and  Fruitland 
Park. 

This  will  be  known  as  the  Scen- 
ic Route,  and  will  at  once  jump 
into  popularity  on  account  of  the 
beauty  of  the  trip  and  the  cutting 
off  of  miles,  as  well  as  a  15-foot 
permanent    road. 

Other  roads  will  connect  with 
Sumter  county  on  the  west,  thus 
being  in  closer  touch  with  Her- 
nando, Pasco,  Hillsborough  and 
Pasco  counties. 

This  will  give  six  routes  into 
Lake  county,  from  north,  east, 
west  and  south,  making  it  the 
hub  of  the  good  roads  system  of 
Florida,  connecting  with  all  state 
and    Federal   aid    highways. 

The  towns  of  Lake  county  are 
within  two  hours  ride  of  the  At- 
lantic ocean  beaches  and  will  soon 
be  within  three  hours  ride  of  the 
Gulf  beaches. 

Lake  county  is  popular  with  the 
motorists  as  it  is  central  and  over 
its  many  diverging  roads  one  can 
reach  most  places  worth  while  in 
the  state  within  a  few  hours'  trip. 
The  connecting  roads,  in  adjoin- 
ing counties,  are  all  in  splendid 
shape,  and  thus  motoring  is  a  de- 
light, not  only  in  Lake  county,  but 
for  all  side  trips. 

Excellent  garages  and  expert 
mechanics  are  to  be  found  in  ev- 
ery community,  and  most  every 
line  of  car  is  represented,  and  the 
parts  thereof  kept  in  stock  or  easi- 
ly attainable.
